‘The extraordinary outrage—bold in concep- 
tion and execation and bloody) in its sequel— 
committed on the 19¢ht October in St. Albans, a 
town in the State of Vermont, and not’far from 
the frontier, has caused jntense excitement in 
Canada. The circumstances are briefly. these :-— 
Daring the two or three days immediately pres 
ceding the outrage abont thirty persons arrived 
in that town in twos and threes, putting up at 
the various hotels. There was nothing in their 
appearance or actions caleulated to excite suspi- 


each simaltaneously entered the three banks, 
armed with revolvers, which they presented at 
the heads of the cashiers and tellers, demanding 
immediate surrender of the funds in their charge. 
Resistance was out of the question, and the rob- 
bers became possessed of and carried away from 
$150,000 to $200,090. While the fifteen were 
thus employed their confederates had improvised 
horses at the livery stables with which the whole 
party made their escape.’ In obtaining posees- 
of the horses the villains found it necessary to 
use their revolvers freely, wounding one of the 
stable proprietors in the hip. But, not content 
with that, they shot at and serjously wounded a 
gentlemen who was peaceably walking past, and 
in the. most wanton manner shot a girl by the 
roadside as they rode slong. They made for 
Canada, from whence it appeared they had come. 
Two were atrested before reaching the line, and 
at latest accounts 14 were in custody in Canada, 
the authorities there having taken the most ac- 
tive measures in the matter. A large amount of 


_fmoney had been found upon the persons of those 


arrested, and one of them, # youth of nineteen, 
while in jail at St. Johns, C.B, head made im- 
portant disclosures respecting the plot, from which 
it appeared that the expedition was commanded 
by a Confederate captain, duly commissioned for 
that purpose. The Canadians are naturally in- 
dignant that refogees frdm the States, who have 
sought the protection ofthe British flag, should 
seck to make neutral soil the theatre of s border 
warfare, and, what is far worse, the refuge and 
resort of such cowaftdly cut-throats as at least a 
portien of the gang’allnded to have proved them- 
selves to be. Should developments in the course 
of the trial of these men tend to identify the Con- 
federate government with this infamous transac- 
tion Canada will become too warm for Southern 
“refugees. It is suspected by some, and certainly 
not without a éhow of reason too, that those 
raids point to a deep laid scheme, the object of 
-which is to embroil the (British and thé 
Federal Governments in difficulty. If such 
‘was the object they have sadly missed their 
mark, as the promptitnde and goodwill with 
which the Canadian aathorities have co-operated 
with the Federal Government for the purpose of 
putting a stop to all such movements cannot fail 
to lead to a good understanding between the two 
Governments, and convince the most skeptical 
and unreasonable Yankee that young Jubn Bull, 
like his father, is determined to maintain a strict 
and honorable neutrality in respect to the bloody 
and protracted contest which has so long raged 
next door.- Eg ij :
